Within the Bible, there are 
two major divisions, the Old 
Testament and the New Testa- 
ment. These two testaments or 
covenants are also divided into 
groups, and it is very import- 
ant that we learn how to right- 
ly divide them (ef. 2 Tim. 
2:15). 

The Old Testament may be 
conveniently divided as follows: 
Genesis—History of beginnings; 
Exodus through Deuteronomy— 
Law of Moses; Joshua through 
Esther—History of Israel; Job 
through Song of Solomon and 
Lamentations — Poetry; and 
Isaiah through Malachi—Pro- 
phecy. We may divide the New 
Testament in this manner: Mat- 
thew through John — Life of 
Christ (Gospels); Acts of Apos- 
tles — History of the early 
church; Romans through Jude 
—Letters to Christians (Epis- 
tles); and Revelation — Pho- 
phecy.

“Fishhook” Carter 


How come it that no matter Aow prominent a man might 
be in this queer world of ours, he is likely to be remembered | 
for some damfool incident that happens to catch the fancy of the 
—eople? Take George Washington, now, a great and good man 
to be sure. What is he remembered for? Why, he chopped 
down a cherry tree. And Benjamin Franklin? Well, he flew a 
kite. And Abe Lincoln of course, split ra 

Now John Edward Carter, of Canal Point, will never get 
his statue in the Hall of Fame, but he was an outstanding 
merchant for his day and time, That was when the lake shore | 
was beginning to get settled, and before and during the con-j 
struction of Conners’ Highway. Yet he would probably be for- 
gotten now except for a legend that persists around the lake 
and in hardware circles throughout the state, which connects 
him with the sale of fishhooks. 

About the last time I saw Carter was at his home, a red 
frame cottage north of Canal Point during the 1930's. Raising 
beans was then the main industry here, but this particular year 
seed was exceptionally scarce. Storage sheds and warehouses 
were being broken into and.robbed. At Hooker’s packing house, 
‘one night, the armed guard was kept engaged in conversation, 
possibly aided by a bottle, while thieves carted off a truckload 
of seed. | 

I was ushered into Mr. Carter's bedroom, where sacks of 
beans were stacked high in one corner. The bed was placed 
diagonally across in front of them. On the bed lay Carter, a 
shotgun on one side and a rifle on the other. “I don’t aim to 
lose these beans while I am alive!” he explained, 

Carter originated in Metcalf, Georgia and worked as sawyer 
in Mississippi, Louisiana and Florida, but owned a store in Madi- 
son, Florida. This was run by his wife, Burtelle, a native of 
Owanita, on the Caloosahatchee. While on a fishing trip to| 
Salerno, he learned that the Palm Beach Mercantile owned an | 
unprofitable store at Canal Point which they were anxious to| 


dispose of. Still in his fishing clothes, he visited Mr. DeCamara, 
president of the company, and obtained the business for nothing 
down. 


His merchandising ability may be judged from‘the fact that 
five months later, he had pafè for the store. It was housed in 
a two story building on the south side of the canal near the| 
locks, the site now being occupied by a service statiton. Of| 
course, in 1920, since there were no roads, gas stations were not | 
in demand. In due course, Carter added a one story addition 
to his store, built a separate house for living quarters, since his 
wife had now joined him, then constructed a warehouse on the 
lake shore a half mile south, at the present location of Hooks’ 
Grocery. 

He had the first electric lights in Canal Point, due to the en- 
terprise of salesman Jack Oliver, while waiting for the mail boat, 
Carter paid cash with the order for the homelite plant, too, to 


phonograph, as well, but Mrs. Jack Barrett beat him to it. 


Disaster almost overwhelmed the prospering enterprise, 
when, in the fall of 1922, a vagrant tornado removed the roof 
from the store. This was followed in a few minutes with a two 
inch rain. The interval was enough to permit moving most of 
the perishable merchandise to the lower floor. This included a 
carload of shoes. Yes, a carload of shoes, in a country where 
wearing of footgear, was, one might say, optional. 

A few days later, and while one of the clerks was still en- 
gaged in rubbing mildew off the new leather, the crew of the 
state survey boat “Transit” was walking by. Carter invited them 
in. One, Ralph Cherry, indignately replied, “Not on your lifé. 
The last time I tide up here, I came in to buy a pack of ciga 
ettes. Before I got out you had talked me into spending $84.00.” 
Despite this experience, they ventured inside. Inevitably, each 
man left with a pair of shoes. 

Carter's success was due in part to his large stock and a 
variety that encompassed the needs of the lake people, whether 
farmers, fishermen or dredgmen, and in contrast to most frontier 
shores, his prices were remarkably low. Yet his store is said 
to have netted a tidy $5000.00 per month, and in making his 
semi-weekly bank deposits, his cash in silver, was weighed, not 
counted. 

Disaster struck again on the night of March 17, 1925, when 
a fire, started he was convinced, by the hand of an enemy, com- 
pletely destroyed his store and nearly everything therein con- 
tained. A continuous barrage from exploding shotgun ammuni- 
tion effectively discouraged salvage operations. He reopened 
his store in the warehouse on the beach. Six months and three 
days later, it also, was consumed by flames, the work again of 
an arsonist. Carter then turned to farming, and later, for many 
years, travelled the state buying furs and skins. 

But I started out to tell you about the fishhooks. Carter 
was addicted to buying stock in large lots, but when the whole- 
Sale house in Tampa received an order for one carload of fish- 
hooks (Iron Arm brand, made in Limerick, Ireland), they prompt- 
ly sent it back. To be sure, Iron Arm was an exceptionally good 
hook, and in demand, too, although hard to obtain, but ONE 
CARLOAD, this was without precedent and beyond reason. Fish- 
hooks simple were ont sold by the carload. 

You will now probably remind me that catfishing was still 
the main industry on the lake, and that carloads of fish went 
to northern markets every day. Very true, granted and agreed.

ada. He assured me that he not only sold the entire shipment, 
but he made money on it as well.
